Is Carried 11,000 
Miles By Radio 
GENOA, Italy, March 26 — (AV- 
Short radio waves cutting across the 
Atlantic, America and the Pacific 
today carried the voice of Marquis 
Ouglielmo 
Marconi, 
inventor 
of 
wireless, from his yacht Electra here 
to Sydney, Australia, to open the 
electrical exposition there. 
Marconi’s assistant. Matthleu Be­ 
man, tested the short wave appa­ 
ratus a t 9 a* rn. As soon as the op­ 
eration was concluded Sgr. Marconi 
took the phone. He was clad In a 
neat blue yachtsman’s uniform with 
a natty gold-braided cap. 
He spoke across 11.000 mile* to th* 
director of the Electrical association, 
Flak, reading a message which out­ 
lined what he intended doing later 
in the 
day—transmitting a small 
unit of power to Sydney lh order to 
close a circuit there and light the 
electric lamps of the exposition. 
The Inventor said: “It is now 
more than 
thirty years since I 
transmitted the first faint wireless 
signals across the Atlantic ocean. 
Today we demonstrate that it is 
invisible by wireless to bring power­ 
ful currents Into operation at other 
ends of the earth. 
"I heartily congratulate Austra­ 
lia on the strides made there dur­ 
ing recent years In worldwide wire­ 
less communication.”

DR. FRANK II. VIZETELLY.

NEW

29-Dr. 
Frank H. Vizetelly had to come to 
American to learn to speak English 
and so thoroughly did this English­ 
man learn English in America that 
now he writes our dictionaries. 
It started tome forty years ago, 
when he left England with the in­ 
tention of beroming a mechanical 
engineer, abandoning the publishing 
business in which his family, orig­ 
inally Italian, had been engaged for 
generations. 
But in New York he learned of a 
position open at a publishing firm. 
Ever since he has nelped produce 
editions of a standard dictionary, 
of which he now is managing editor, 
as well as editor of a magazine s 
column on lexicography. 
“The speech jf the educated 
American is more accurate than 
that of the educated Englishman.' 
avers the 66-year-old lexicographer. 
“The Englishman slurs his vowels 
and mouths his consonants. Tot­ 
tenham Court road becomes Tot*- 
nh’m Caught road. There are many 
faults In American speech, but as 
least it can be understood. 
“American speech is more virile 
than British. This is a nation bub­ 
bling over with inventive genius; 
for each new series of inventions 
new words must be added to the 
vocabulary. To mention only two, 
radio and aeronautics have added 
thousands of words. 
’ On the other hand, many words 
which are considered new are really 
very old 
’Whoopee’ can be traced 
back to the Tudor period, when it 
was a call to horses or hounds in 
any kind of struggle.** 
Dr. 
Vizetelly 
takes 
a 
human 
rather than a pedantic attitude to­ 
ward words. 
“How many words are there in 
the English language?” He repeat­ 
ed the oft asked question. “I don't 
know; I haven't seen the morning 
newspapers. 
Newspapers Set the Pace. 
“If a word recurs again and again 
in the newspapers, people 
have a 
right to know about it, whether 
scholars have accepted it or not.” 
The lexicographer takes frequent 
airplane rides, whenever opportunity 
offers, as a nutter of duty. 
He 
wants to learn everything possible 
concerning the science of aeronaut­ 
ics, to pass on authentic information 
in his dictionaries.

Machine power farming is inc teasing year by year 
and day by day in Nebraska and it follows naturally 
that horses are just as rapidly disappearing. Figures 
compiled by the federal-state statisticians show that 
tractors, trucks, combines and threshers grew rapidly 
In numbers during the past year, as they have been 
during the last decade. 
This means help for the farmer in more ways than 
one. In the first place it means decrease in labor and 
greater efficiency in preparing the ground and putting 
in, gathering and caring for the crop. 
And In the 
second place it denotes that more of the grain har­ 
vested will be available for fattening livestock tor the 
market, this being one of the 
greatest sources of 
their own way. i Proflt tor the man on the farm at the present time. 
The republicans will attempt to dismiss it lightly by 
insisting that It had only local significance and can­ 
not be construed as shedding any light upon the na­ 
tional pulse.

pairs would have immediate atten­ 
tion. Leagwe Ready Ie fight. 
President J E. Belder of Lincoln, 
executive head of the Nebraska 
league, departed Monday night on a 
business trip to Colorado, but rep­ 
resentatives of the league declared 
today that the State circuit would 
not agree to waive the $6,000 terri­ 
torial price, after which the hint 
was dropped that the league, being 
in possession of Landis field, would 
retain possession and look to the 
civil courts for relief in event an 
effort is made by the pork associa­ 
tion authorities to take over the 
local mid. 
„ 
President Coryell, speaking for the 
park board, said today that the asso­ 
ciation is willing that the Nebraska 
league shall continue to operate at 
Landis field, as during the past two 
years. 
Fans Paid For Plant 
“The directors are not asking any­ 
thing that is unreasonable.” He said. 
"Landis field was purchased six 
years ago by popular subscriptions 
and It now represents an investment 
of nearly 130.000, all paid for in hard 
money. Fans and business men of 
Lincoln bought the plant in order 
to provide for class A baseball. 
When the Western league moved 
away, the park directors were agree­ 
able to lease of the plant to the 
Blate league and entered into an 
arrangement to that effect. 
“It aaa the Judgment of the direc­ 
tors at that time, however, that the 
people of Lincoln were not in favor 
of placing a money penalty on Lin­ 
coln in case tha opportunity were 
offered in the future to regain 
membership in the Western league. 
That objection still holds good 
Offers Swap llorset. 
"Aa matters stand, the park as­ 
sociation has a $30,000 plant which 
th* league has used for two years 
and wishes to retain possession, pay­ 
ing nothing to the association in 
the form of profits. The league 
wants the park, which represents

money, and the association wants a 
waiver of territory, which cost the 
league not a single penny. The di­ 
rector* of the park are standing only 
for what they believe is absolute 
fairness and the league merely 
needs to meet us half-way and ail |6* 
differences could easily be settled.

“Now that things have come to 
a head, I want the public to know 
that the opportunity to regain mem­ 
bership in the Western league, under 
Bt. Louis Cardinal ownership, was 
presented to Lincoln only a few 
weeks ago.

ready to co m e to Lincoln a n d 
operate a Western league club here, 
provided the territory was open 
That offer was presented before the 
Cardinals inaugurated negotiations 
with St. Joseph.
